President Taft will bring all of his 


Influence to benr in favor of fortifica- 
tion. In his speech he said that there 
wore absolutely no treaty obligations 
In tho wny of fortifying tho canal; that 
tho United States had every right and 
reason to protoct what was purely an 
American waterway. 


Tho president said ho yielded to no 


man In his love of peace and hatred to 
tho senate arbitration treaties of a 
broader nation than had. ever 
como 


before that body, or any other legisla- 
tive body of the world. At tho same 
time Mr. Taft cautioned his hearers 
that universal peace was still a long 
w«y off and ho Qotild not concolve of 
any patriotic American botng willing

Rates by Importers.

York. — That

of between 53,000,000 and $5,000,000 
of duties it should havo received from 
tobacco imports from Cuba, by means 
of n misuse by Importers of 
the 


"wrapper" and "filler" classifications, 
IB declared here, to have boon dis- 
closed by a country-wide Investigation 
by the treasury department. 


According to the Btoisyj tobacco trade, 


figures show that cigar' makers who 
turn out pure Havana cigars must have 
six per cent, of their stock in wrapper, 
while the figures of the treasury 
de- 


partment nhow a fraction under one- 
flC'th of ono per cent, of the Cuban im- 
portations classified as and paying duty 
as "wrapper." 


Advance reports on this investigation 


show, it is said, that the Cuban impor- 
tations have been admitted under a 
classification which in tho fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1909, deprived the cus- 
tom house of between $3,000,000 and 
$6,000,000 and treasury department of- 
ficials are Quoted as saying that ap- 
proximately the snmo sum had 
been 


lost lo the government annually for at 
least Ilvo years. 


From 
the investigation 
thus far, 


however, It was the belief that this loss 
wns more In matter of long established 
trade custom than fraud.

United States Guarantees Dominican 


Debt and Has Power to Inform Hai- 
tians They Cannot Interfere With 
American Interests, 


Washington,—That there must be no 


war between Haiti and San Domingo 
was the peremptory order Issued by 
President Taft Tuesday night to the 
American minister at San Domingo. 


This la tho first time that such an 


order has ever gone from the White 
House. 
The order is made possible 


by the fact that the United States, by 
guaranteeing San Domingo's debt to 
European nations, made of that repub- 
lic a protectorate of this government, 
and consequently gave the United 
States the power to tell Haiti that she 
cannot Interfere with American politi- 
cal Institutions In San Domingo. 


The act of the president with regard 


to San Domingo and Haiti illustrates 
what will bo the effect of the establish- 
ment of the proposed moral and finan- 
cial protectorate occr Honduras.

out of the capital city, will be -pre- 
sented to the Wisconsin legislature 
shortly. 


J. F. Baker, attorney for the Wis- 


consin Autl-Saloon league, is drafting 
tho bills. The county option 'measure 
will be Introduced In the assembly by 
Assemblyman A. Gullckson of Barren. 
It has not been fully decided who will 
present the duplicate in the senate.

AMA CUT MUST DEFEND 


ITSELF. 


HOPES FOR $5,000,000 
SOON 


President Declares America's Right la 


Incontestable and Policy Is Defend- 
ed—Estimates Coat at $12,000,000— 
War Still In Hosalbillty.

York.—President 
Taft, in 
a 


speech Saturday night at the 
annual 


banquet of tho Pennsylvania society In 
this city, opened an active 
-ampalgn 


tor 
the fortification of 
the Panama 


canal by the United States. He de- 
clared that the right ot -this country 
to accomplish that result was 
Incon- 


testable and defended such a policy. 


The president believes that the pres- 


ent session of congress will appropri- 
ate $5,000,000 to begin the work. 


In tho senate, the president has been 


told the sentiment tor fortification is 
almost two to ono. The house seems 
pretty evenly divided, but 
not along 


partisan lines. Most of the members 
appear to have an open mind, however. 


President Tatt will bring all of his 


Influence to bear In favor ot fortifica- 
tion. 
In his speech he said that there 


were absolutely no treaty obligations 
In the way ot fortifying the canal; that 
the United States had every right and 
reason to protect what was purely an 
American waterway. 


Tho president said he yielded to no 


man In his love ot peace and hatred to 
tho senate arbitration treaties ot 
a 


broader nation than had ever come 
before that body or any other legisla- 
tive body of Ihe world. At the same 
time Mr. Taft cautioned 
his hearers 


that universal peace was still a 
long 


way oft and he could not conceive ot 
any patriotic American being willing 
to allow au attacking force free 
and 


equal use ot a waterway 
which was 


built by Americans largely as 
an In- 


strument for the defense at their coun- 
try.The president quoted from diplomat- 
ic history to prove his position unas- 
sailable, and said: 


"It we hnvo to retain a part of our 


navy to defend the canal on both sides, 
then the canal becomes a burden and 
not an Instrument for our defense. 
It 


ought to defend Itself, and we should 
have 
fortifications 
there 
powerful 


enough to keep .off the navies ot 
any 


nations that might possibly attack us." 


The estimated cost ot 
the fortifica- 


tion, the president declared, is $12,000,- 
000, "hardly more than two per cent, 
of the cost ot the canal, and a first pre- 
mium for insuring Us safety that is 
not excessive." 


"War Is still a possibility," said the 


president, "and a president, senator or 
congressman who ignores it as some- 
thing against which proper precaution 
should b« taken subjects himself to 
just criticism and condemnation."

portations classified as and paying duty 
as "wrapper." 


Advance reports on this investigation 


show, It is said, that the Cuban impor- 
tations have been admitted under a 
classification which in the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1909, deprived the cus- 
tom house ot between $3,000,000 and 
J5,000,000 and treasury department of- 
ficials are quoted as saying that ap- 
proximately the same sum had 
been 


lost lo the government annually for at 
least five years. 


From 
the investigation thus far, 


however, it was the belief that this loss 
was more in matter of long established 
trade custom than fraud. 


Collector Loeb is quoted as saying 


"we know the tobacco trade has been 
getting the best of us, but we do not 
know to what extent, and the investi- 
gation has not proceeded far enough to 
determine that." 


The assertion made Is that It is an 


open secret that thousands of pounds 
of Havana leaf, "suitable for wrap- 
pers," is brought into the country un- 
der the classification of "filler" at $1.20 
less duty per po'jnd.

he prepared atter coining from Jones' 
office Saturday, when the allpsed con- 
versation took place.

purported to be as near to a verb.it.im 
report ot the conversation as Martin 
then could remember. 


Frankenberger, just before leaving 


the grand jury room, also told of al- 
leged offers of vacations and other 
"good things" which he said had been 
made to him if he would not go be- 
fore the grand jury.

the 


grand jury the name of the man he 
said made this offer to him.

A SKILLFUL :SHOT^ 


The Way to Bring Down an Overhead 


Incoming Bird. 


One of the cardinal rules of the ol3 


time shooting school cautioned tha 
gunner against ever trying to stop op 
overhead incoming bird, but to wair 
until it had passed by and to the rear 
and then take chances on what is un- 
doubtedly the harder shot of the two. 


It |s surprisingly how difficult It la 


for sorno sportsmen to successfully 
score on their Incoming birds. Many 
who can seemingly copo with game In 
any other mode of flight will habitual- 
ly balk at.this shot nud acknowledge 
their Inability to rnnke It. 


Yet once its principle Is understood 


and the lesson learned the dropping 
of an overhead Incomer Is as easy as 
anything can well bo. Tho miss Is al- 
ways made by the sportsman shoot- 
Ing under nud behind the bird, ancj 
there is but ono way In which tho er- 
ror Is to bo avoided. 


To make the shot the gunner should 


wait unlll the bird is about to pass 
over him, then, bringing up his gun, 
follow iu from behind, cover tho bird 
and swing In ahead of it and, main- 
taining the sumo rate of speed, press 
tho'-trigger the instant the bird Is bid- 
den behind tho barrels. 
Do not stop 


the swing of. the gun and bo sure the 
bird 
shall 
havo disappeared 
from 


sight. If the shooter will observe this 
rule ho will be surprised now easily 
and invariably hu will kill his bird.— 
Rccrcflljon.

tho one sldo when unaccompanied by 
action on tho other. 


For this reason we find in tho eagle 


and birds of its class that turn quickly 
a furcula 
Uiftt is n perfect Hainan 


arch, widely at variance, with tho 
Gothic arch, which is tho shape of tho 
"wishbone" of our common fowls. Tho 
eagle's furcula is everywhere equally 
strong and lacks those points of weak- 
ness that nmko our sport of breaking 
tho 
"wishbone" 
possible.— Harper's

How to Make Your Hens Lay.

Tribune are interested in the Chicken 
business to a greater or less extent 
and for the benefit of these, who may 
have been trying- to make sonic mon- 
ey out of the,business, but-asyet have 
not succeeded, we publish the follow- 
iug- item taken from the Wisconsin 
Farmer, which may prove of great 
benefit to them: 


A farmer has played .a me;in trick 


on bis chickens this winter. He has 
electric lights in bis hen house which 
arc connected with an electric clock 
in his bedroom. He sets an alarm to 
run off at one o'clock and then turns 
on the electric lights in his hen house 
and tips over a pan of wheat. When 
it isH^ht the rooster begins to crow, 
and the hens sfct down and eat their 
breakfast, and then each lays an egn. 
At two another alarm runs" off which 
turns the lights oiT and the poultry all 
g-o (o roost again. 
During- the day 


they each lav another eg-}*-, and the 
result is fourteen eggs a week from 
each bird. The hens lose some llesh 
from "overwork" and the rooster is 
getting hoarse, but the fanner is pil- 
ing up weath and has ordered an air- 
ship for the next season. 
He feeds 


hi.s hens plaster Paris to ejiable them 
to manufacture the shells on short or- 
der.

Tho Paste Used by Minstrel Perform- 


ers When "Blacking Up." 


Tbe popular impression as to tbe ap- 


plication of burnt cork by minstrel 
performers and actors in general is 
tbat it js rubbed on tbe face and bands 
of tho player from a cork wbosc cud ia 
cbarred iu a convenient gas jet. Tbls 
impression Is, however, incorrect. Tbe 
burnt cork used by minstrels and 
others is tbe product of tlio theatrical 
"paint factories," just as Is any other 
cosmetic or pigment employed by tbe 
'profession. 


One bouse makes it in tbe following 


nmuner: Tbo corks are placed In tbree 
tin vessels, resembling wnsli boilers, 
with boles punched iu tho it* sides and 
bottom. Alcohol is sprinkled over the 
corks, and they they are "II red." When 
the corks have been properly cbarred 
they are placed in muslin snclcs, which 
arc kneaded in barrels of water. This 
operation forces tbo powdered elm-coal 
through tho .sacks Into tho \vnlor. 


When all tbe charred corks have 


boon worked through tbe sacks into 
the water in this way (lie water is 
drained through a close canvas sack, 
and what remains In tbat sack is 
rcndy for tbo performers.

Tho crested houcts'.lu oH British Gul- 


nna is the only survivor of n certain 
race of birds most of which tire now 
known only as fossils. The honctzin 
Inhabits tlio most secluded forests of 
South Aim.'1'icu, and its survival be- 
yond Its congeners Is doubtless owing 
to its retiring habits and to the fact 
that It feeds on wild arum leaves, 
which give Its llosh a most offensive 
flavor, rendering it unfit for food. 


The chief peculiarity of the hoactziu 


consists iu the fact that when it is 
lintclicd it possesses four well develop- 
ed legs. Tho young birds leave the nest 
nud climb about like monkeys over the 
adjoining limbs and look more like tree 
toads than birds. 


The modification of the fore limbs 


begins tit once after hatching, when 
tbe claws of the digits fall off aud the 
whole clawlilco baud begins to flatten 
and become wing shaped. 
Feathers 


soon appear, and before full growth is 
reached not a vestige remains of. tho 
original character. 


The adult birds not only have no 


claws upon their wings, but their 
thumbs even are so poorly developed 
that one would hardly suspect that in 
the nestlings we have the nearest- ap- 
proach to a quadruped found ninong 
existing birds.—London Tit-Bits.

ciding upon plans for tho threo great 
new buildings it was determined that 
only the best talent the country pro- 
duced should bo brought to bear 
in 


ranking the selections for plans. Threo 
committees of award, consisting of 
flvo persons for each building, wore 
named to study tho preliminary plans 
from which a final selection should be 
made. 
None of the men appointed as 


judges had been in the field of compe- 
tition, and all of them were distin- 
guished in architectural work.

population of Canada mny increase, 
the Increase of home consumption is 
hardly Hkely to keep pace with that 
of the production of wheat; for a sin- 
gle acre of wheat will provide for the 
average annual consumption of four 
people. 


While production In Canada is thus 


running ahead of consumption at a 
prodigious rate, consumption in tho 
United Stales ia overtaking produc- 
tion, nnd the nurplus for export.is 
growing smaller year by year.

produce wheat. Is as yet far away. 
By methods of Intensive cultivation, 
such as prevail In France,, the produc- 
tion^ could bo greatly Increased.

that our neighbors will begin to Im- 
port from us, turning their own en- 
ergies more largely to other forms of 
agriculture.

Paris.—Animal instinct is not al- 


ways infallible, Professor Bonier told 
the French Acadomy of Sciences the 
other day.

cently by Professor Roubaud in the 
life of wasps. 


They have, it seems, a parasite, or 


tiny gnat, which deposits its larvae In 
the cells inhabited by the wasps. The 
larvae destroy the wasps' own,larvae. 
The dead larvae are then devoured 
by the wasps themselves and by that 
they free the parasites, which would 
otherwise, die off. 


To that error the wasps add an-

A SKILLFUL SHOT. 


The'Way to Bring Down an Overhead 


Incoming Bird. 


One of the cardinal rules of the o!3 


time shooting school cautioned the 
(pinner agajnat ever trying to stop sp 
overhead Incoming- bird, but to wolr 
untfl It had passed by and to tlie rear 
and then take chances ou what Is un- 
doubtedly the harder shot of the two. 


It Js surprisingly how difficult It la 


for some sportsmen to successfully 
score on their incoming birds. 
Many 


who can seemingly cope with game in 
any other mode of flight will habitual- 
ly balk at this shot and acknowledge 
their inability to make it. 


Yet once its principle Is understood 


and the lesson learned the dropping 
of an overhead incomer is as easy as 
anything cun well be. The miss Is al- 
wnys made by the sportsman shoot- 
Ing under and behind the bird, QUO] 
there Is but one way in which the er- 
ror is to be avoided. 


To make the shot the gunner should 


wait until tlie bird is about to pass 
over him, then, bringing up his gun, 
follow in from behind, cover the bird 
and swing In ahead of it and, main- 
taining the same rate of speed, press 
the' trigger the Instant the bird is hid- 
den behind the barrels. 
Do not stop 


the swing of the gun and be sure the 
bird sball 
have disappeared 
from 


sight. If the shooter will observe tbla 
rule he will be surprised how easily 
and Invariably he will kill his bird.— 
Recreation.

WISHBONES. 


On Their Shape Depends the Force of 


Birds' Wing Strokes. 


Scientists call the "wishbone" the 


furculn, and it is the union of what 
are In man two collar bones. These 
receive the brunt of the strokes of the 
wing that turn the creature in Us 
flight. 
Few of us appreciate the strength 


o£ tlie stroke of the bird's wing. A 
swan has been known to break a 
man's leg by a blow of Its wing, and 
In like innnuer the wing beatings of 
the larger birds are dangerous if they 
strike tlie human head or face. 
If, 


therefore, a large bird Is In the habit 
of making sndden turns to right or 
left in its flight it must be tilted with 
a "wlslibone" capable of withstanding 
the great strain o£ the wing stroke on 
the one side when unaccompanied by 
action on the other. 


For this reason we find in the eagle 


and birds of its class that turn quickly 


! a furcnln that Is a perfect Konmn 


I arch, widely at variance with the 
! Gothic arch, which is the shape of the 


i "wishbone" of our common fowls. The 
' eagle's furculn is everywhere equally 
' strong and lacks those points of weak- 
ness that make our sport of breaking 
the 
"wishbone" possible. — Harper's 


Weekly.

A Much Favored Official Duty at Ono 


Tlmo In England. 


There wan a tlrno In England when 


govorntnont olllclally viewed tho press 
as a hostile power, to bo destroyed if 
possible—to bo curbed nt any cost. In 
1038 Roger L'Estraugo, "overseer of 
tho press," brought out his "Consider- 
ations and Proposals In Order to' tho 
Regulation of tho 1'rcHH."

tliors and printers,'n« well aa for "tho 
letter'founders and tho smiths and 
Joiners that work upon tho promises" 
and "tho stitchers, binders, Htatloiiors, 
hawkers, mercury women, peddlers, 
ballad singers, posts, carriers, hackney 
coachmen, bonlmoa nnd mariners." 


A proposal oC I/Estrango wan that 


culprits convicted of having broken 
tbo law should ho condemned "to wear 
sotno visible Imdgo or mark of Igno- 
miny, as a halter Instead of a hat- 
band, otic stocking blue and nnotber 
reel, a blue bonnet with a red letter T 
or S upon it." A fow years later L'Es- 
trango wont ouo bettor by declaring 
that newspapers ought not bo allowed 
at all. 


Ho said that the reading of thorn

Electricity Is Detected. 


The electroscope Is an lusirumcnt for 


the detection of electricity. It depends 
for its action on the principle that 
bodies c&arged with like electricity re- 
pel, 
while those charged with unlike 


electricity attract each otber. The ordi- 
nary pith ball suspended ou a silk 
thread is the simplest form of the in- 
strument 


Tho most common type of electro- 


scope Is that devised by Bennett In 
17S7 and known as tho gold leaf elcc- 
tro~scopc. 
It consists of two strips'of 


gold leaf or thin aluminium foil sus- 
pended from the lower extremity of a j 
conductor within n glass bottle or j;ir. 
Tho upper end of the conductor ter- 
minates in a ball or » plate In case tho 
instrument Is to be used- as a condens- 
ing electroscope. ' If u body ch.'irp'd 
with.posltlvc electricity Is brought near 
the knob of tho electroscope the nega- 
tive electricity will be attracted to (be 
knob nud~.the positive, repelled to tho 
leaves, which diverge. 
It' now the lin- 


ger Is touched to the knob (lie positive 
electricity is drawn off and the leaves 
collapse, while the negative electricity 
is held bound. Removing (he charged 
body, the leaves will diverse again, 
charged with negative electricity. 
In 


this case the Instrument can be used 
to determine the nature of u charge of 
a body brought near it, us with a posi- 
tive charge the leaves will collapse and 
with a negative charge spread farther 
apart.—Exchange.

A STUDY IN FIGURES. 


Calculations Necessary to Produce tho 


Nautical Almanac. 


It may safely be said that no one 


outside the publishing ofllce has road 
the entire Nautical Almanac from be- 
ginning to end, but each Ilgurc of the 
printed almanac Is in the otllce ex- 
amined twice and read three times. 


The total number of figures exceeds 


a million; but. great as that: number Is, 
It is trilling compared with the num- 
ber of figures employed in the calcula- 
tions, as the almanac figures repre- 
sent "bare" results only. The moon, 
for instance, requires for Its calcu- 
lation more than u million and a half 
of figures, and similarly with other 
branches of the, work, such ns the 
sun, 
tho planets, etc. Contrary to the 


'general opinion, practically every fig- 
ure In the book Is fresh from year to 
year. 


Tho tables from which nearly nil tho 


work Is calculated have been original- 
ly constructed from the labors of the 
astronomical observer and to a largo 
extent from the observations of the 
sun, moon and planets made at the 
Royal observatory, Greenwich. 
Tele- 


scopes and other astronomical appli- 
ances are conspicuously absent, as the 
work of the stuff Is-purely mathemati- 
cal and 
not 
observational.—London

BURNT CORK. 


The Paste Used by Minstrel Perform- 


ers When "Blacking Up." 


The popular impression as to the ap- 


plication of burnt cork by minstrel 
performers and actors in general is 
that it is rubbed on the face and hands 
of the player from a corlc whose end is 
charred in a convenient gas jet 
This 


'impression is, however, incorrect- The 
burnt cork used by minstrels and 
others is the product of the theatrical 
"paint factories," just as is any other 
cosmetic or pigment employed toy the 
profession. 


One house mates it in the following 


manner: The corks are pl.-n-i'd in three 
tin vessels, resembling wash boilers, 
with holes punched in their sides and 
bottom. 
Alcohol Is sprinkled over the 


corks, and they they are "lired." When 
the corks have been properly charred 
they are placed in muslin sticks, vrliicu 
are kueaded in barrels of water. This 
operation forces the powdered charcoal 
through the sacks into tlio water. 


AVheu all tho charred corks have 


been worked through tile sacks Into 
the water iti this way ilia water Is 
drained through a close canvas sack, 
and what remains In that sack is 
ready for the performers. 
The stuff 


Is put up in cans, from winch, when 
the minstrel is ready to "bhu-k up," he 
takes a little of the black paste in his 
hands and applies it to his face, neck 
aud sometimes Liis hands.—New York 
Herald. 


A CURIOUS BIRD. 


Tho Crested Hoaotrin When Hatched 


Has Four Legs. 


The crested hoacUin of British Gui- 


ana is the only survivor of a certain 
race of birds most of which are now 
known only as fossils. 
The Uoactzin 


inhabits the most secluded forests of 
South America, and its survival be- 
yond its congeners is doubtless owing 
to its retiring habits and to the fact 
that it feeds on wild arum leaves, 
which give its flesh a most offensive 
flavor, rendering it unfit for food. 


The chief peculiarity of the hoactzin 


consists In the fact that when it is 
hatched it possesses four well develop- 
ed legs. The young birds leave the nest 
and climb about like monkeys over the 
adjoining limbs and look more like tree 
toads than birds. 


The modification of the fore limbs 


begins at once after hatching, when 
the claws of the digits fall off aud the 
whole clawlike hand begins to flatten 
and become wing shaped. 
Feathers 


soon appear, and before full growth is 
reached not a vestige remains of the 
original character. 


The adult birds not only have no 


claws upon their wings, but their 
thumbs even are so poorly developed 
that one would hardly suspect that in 
the nestlings we have the nearest ap- 
proncli to a quadruped found among 
existing birds.—London Tit-Bits. 


Tung Po and Teamaking. 


There is but one way of making tea,

Unless the water Tjoilins be 
To pour on water spoils the tea. 


The teapot itself should be heated 


very hot before the tea is placed in it 
and the boiling water poured ou. It 
should be scalding hot water or the 
leaves will float to the top. 


No less'authority than Tang Po, the 


Chinese poet, is quoted for a recipe for 
teamaking. He says: "Whenever tea 
is to be infused take water from a 
running- stream, and "boil it over a live- 
ly flre. It is. an old custom to use run- 
ning water, boiled over a lively Ore., 
That from springs in the hills is.said 
to be' best and river water the next, 
while well water is tlie worst. 
A 


lively fire is a clear, bright charcoal 
flre.' When making an infusion do not 
boil the water too hastily. At flrst it 
begins to sparkle like crabs', eyes, then 
somewhat like fish's eyes, and lastly 
it .uoils up like pearls innumerable 
springing and waving about. This is 
the way to.boil water."

There Is some comfort for th« lover 


of the wild nnd what It holds In the thought 
that at least In n gteat part of tho far Cana- 
dian wilderness the 
picturesque 
fur-hunter 


will never, lllio the courier du boll, quite die 
out 
In u country one-third as large as the 


whole of Europe railroads and civilization will 
never go. Thin vast wilderness region, long 
described ai a "waste." stretches from the 
ronnt of Labrador, through 
Ungnva, skirts 


Hudson's Bay and swings north and weit to 
Mackenzie Land and the polar seas. 


U Is a land where for six months out of the 


year man's life Is a bitter fight agnlnst deep 
snows and fierce blizzards—agalnit hardships 
of all kinds, starvation, and 
a 
cold 
that 


reaches sixty degrees below zero and which ' 
Is so "dry" that one may freeze almost to the 
point of death without being aware of eipe- 
clal dlicomfort or pain. It Is, as Lord Strath- 
cona lays, "the last great trapping ground." 
Out of this trapping ground there has come 


a constant stream of treasure for nearly tw» 
nnd a half centuries. I-*nt your, according to 
Canadian export figures, this treasure amount- 
ed to »2,7111,822, but no credit wu» given for 
tho enormous homo consumption of raw pelt*. 
The actual catch wwn worth at least $B,!>00,- 
000.

Less, than n docnde 
has brought about a tremendous change, and 
now one travels a hundred miles farther north

In one trap he finds a grout whlto owl, and 


cuts off the beautiful wings tor Iho wife and 
children back In tho cabin. 
In the next there 


la u huge snow-nhoo rabbit, fro son stiff as It 
hnd died. And then, from through tho thick 
and gloomy balsam abend, bo hears the faint 
clinking of a chain. His blood leaps now, for 
this royal sport of tbe wilderness never grows 
old to the fur-hunter. Tbe chain clinks loud- 
er, and he drawi In Quick, excited breaths as 
he lifts the hammer of his rifle and stares 
ahead.

The forest man knows only that he hai 


caught a "Number One, Extra" lynx, and that 
the Company wll pay him fifteen dollars for

His mental visions go no farther than 


that. He makes no effort to follow'It In the 
great ship that will carry It to Paris or Lon- 
don, where It will be sold at great profit; 
nor to the furrier's shop, nor to the dainty 
girt or the society matron In New York who 
will pay J160 for that same fifteen-dollar lynx 
—In »n "Imported" muff. He goes on, keyed 
to higher excitement, until the end of tho day 
comes, and In the first gray gloom of early 
night he stops at one of the three or 
four 


small log shelters which he has built for him- 
self along the trap-line, gets hli lupper, lights 
hts pipe, and reviews the happening! of the 
day until slumber closes his eyes.

less pace the slaughter ot fur animals has 
gone on during the past decade. It was not 
long ago that 150,000 skins of the sea otter 
were tukon from the Aleutian Islands each 
year. 
Today there are loss than 400 skins ta- 


ken annually. 
Ten years ago sea otter was 


a popular 9fur; today it is worn only by the 
royal blood o£ Europe. Twenty years ago It 
was estimated that seal herds of the Pry- 
blloffs numbered over five millions. 
Today, 


in spite of International treaties for their 
protection, there are not more than 150.000 
seals on the Island! 
About 
10.000. 
skins, 


were taken last year, and so relentless was 
tho slaughter on account of the princely sums 
offered for tho fur that 10,000 baby seals died 
during the season, chiefly of starvation be- 
cause of the death of their mothers. 


The glossy little wood marten Is dying out. 


Four years ago t met two Canadian trappers 
who were coining down from the upper New 
Ontario game regions with 300 marten, worth 
then from four to five dollars a skin. Today 
they are worth twenty-five dolars. and a half 
a dosen are a big "catch" for any one man in 
a single season. 
Five years ago 1.760,000 


foxes were killed to supply the world's mar- 
ket.

long ago thati 100,000 skina of the black sable 
found their way Into the market each year. 
Last year this number had dwindled to fifteen 
thousand!

In another way, and as a consequence never 
In history will the women of the world be 
"up against" a greater assortment oE substl? 


tutes In the fur line than during the coming 
seasons. 
The world's prosperity and Its rapid in- 


crease in population are, of course, the chief 
causes of the extinction of fur. As recently 
as ten years ago the people of the United 
States were not counted among the great 
buyers of fur. 
Now the majority of women 


among ninety million people are purchasers 
of fur of one kind or another. 
Five years 


ago London was the world's greatest lur cen: 
ter, with Paris a close second. 
Today, so 


enormous has the demand for fur become-In 
this'country as well as across the sea, that 
there are over 3,000 establishments for the 
treatment o£ line furs and the making of fur 
garments in New York City alone. 


London and Paris have now taken second 


and third places in the actual making of fur 
garments, though London handles more raw 
fur than the other two combined. Last year 
the value of New York's "finished" output was 
nearly $20,000,000, and fully sixty per cent, 
of this was represented by the furs'which a 
few years ago were considered almost worth- 
less. 
-

"Three years will clean out tie cheaper 


class of fur," said a Montreal buyer to me, 
"and then the real famine will be at hand." 


This passing of the old romance of fur is 


marked not only by the pathos of the furred 
things themselves, but by that of the wild 
and picturesque life of those thousands of 
wilderness people whose centuries-old 
voca- 


tion must go with the things which gave it 
birth. 
There is some comfort for the lover 


of the wild and what it holds in the thought 
that at least in a great part of the far .Cana- 
dian wilderness the

out. 
In a country one-third as large as the

In one trap he flnds a great whito owl. and 


cuts off the beautiful wings for the wife and 
children back in the cabin. In the next there 
is a huge snow-shoe rabbit, frozen stiff as it 
Lad died. And then, from through the thick 
and gloomy balsam ahead, he bears the faint 
cUnkfng of a chain. His blood leaps now, for 
this royal sport of the wilderness never grows 
old to the fur-hunter.

The forest man knows only that 
he 
has 


caught a "Number. One, Extra" lynx, and that 
the Company wil pay him fifteen dollars for 
it. 
His mental visions go no farther than 


that. He makes no effort to follow'It in the 
great ship that will carry It to Paris or Lon- 
don, 
where it will be sold at great profit; 


nor to the furrier's shop, nor to tbe dainty 
girl or the society matron In New York who 
will pay $.150 for that same .fifteen-dollar lynx 
—in an "imported" muff. He goes on, keyed 
to higher excitement, until the end of the day 
comes, and in the flrst gray gloom of early 
night he stops at one of the three or 
four 


small log shelters which he has built for him- 
self along the trap-line, gets his supper, lights 
his pipe, and reviews the happenings of the 
•day until slinnber closes his eyes. 


It will take him three days to cover a forty- 


mile trap-line, and when he returns to his

passed 


Judgment on tho plans of tho archi- 
tects who entered 
into competition 


for selection as tho designers of tho 
three great new government buildings 
which soon are to bi erected. 


it is the government's Intention to 


erect new buildings for 
tho 
oepart- 


ments of commerce and labor, of Jus- 
tice, and of state, between Ohio ave- 
nue and Thu Mall, which stretches its 
groan way from the capitol to the 
morjument. 


The money for tho structures 
al- 


ready 
bas 
been 
appropriated. 
It 


amounts to about $8,000,000. 
Author- 


ity bas been given for the employment 
of architects and for tbo prosecution 
of the building work. 


At tho time that tho government of- 


ficials considered the project 
of 
de- 


ciding upon plans for the threo great 
new buildings it was determined that 
only the best talent the country pro- 
duced should be brought to bear 
in 


making the selections for plans. Three 
committees of awarci. consisting of 
fivo persons for each building, were 
named to study tbo preliminary plans 
from which a final selection should be 
made. 
None of the men appointed as 


fudges had been in the field of compe- 
tition, anil all of them were distin- 
guished In architectural work. 


Entering Into the competition were 


57 architects, 19 to each building. 
The 


Intention was not to secure fully de- 
veloped plans, but evidences of skill 
In directing such elements of 
prelim- 


inary planning as would show that 
the ultimate work was certain to hold 
both beauty and strength. 


Uncle Sam's Extensive Plan. 


When the Jurors were ready to be- 


.gin the work of passing Judgment on 
the plans submitted. Secretary of tbe 
Treasury MacVeagh took them into his 
office and told them that tho present 
project was tbe beginning of the work 
of taking over the whole south sido 
of Pennsylvania avenue for 
govern- 


ment purposes, and he impressed upon 
thGr.i the necessity of seeing to It 
that the plans which they approved 
were not only of high excellence, but 
were in artistic sympathy with 
tho 


great scheme of a government park 
which was to be added to the grounds 
of The Mall and to occupy all the sec- 
tion south of Pennsylvania avenue 
now given over to business Interests. 


The building for the department of 


commerce and labor will be the largest 
of the three new structures. 
It will 


be five stories high while the others 
are to be only threo. 
It will be 503 


feet long with a depth ot 300 
feot. 


The elevation shows a plain facade, 
the chief feature of which Is a row 
of 28 attached columns. The building 
probably will be of marble. 


An interior feature of tho department 


of commerce and labor building will bo 
a huge aquarium In tbe center, in which 
will be shown an exhibit, of .the bureau 
of fisheries. Today this Is one of tho 
most interesting sights in the city, but 
the aquarium of the present time is 
In a far off section of the town and 
comparatively few people know of its 
existence. 


Beauty of the Designs. 


It Is virtually Impossible with a lay- 


man's pen to give an adequate idea of 
the beauty of the designs wMch are 
now on exhibition in 
the 
treasury 


building. 
A fine detail of the facade 


of the structure intended to house the 
state department is eight Corinthian 
columns flanked on either side by six 
Doric columns. 
Tho four sides will 


present to the view 50 Doric columns, 
some attached and others standing ab- 
solutely free. 


In the state 
department 
building 


there will be a great dining room with 
a reception room on one side and 
a 


smoking room on the other. 
Tbe head 


of the state department has occasion 
at times to pay honor to 
foreign 


guests of distinction, and the Innova- 
tion of the banquet hall with all the 
necessary- adjuncts of kitchens 
and 


pantries will enable thu department, 
by entertaining in its own building, to 
give an entirely official significance' to 
the receptions which the necessities 
of diplomacy entail upon the 'repre- 
sentatives of the great government 
when representatives of other great 
governments are on visiting bent.

There was four feet of water In the 
hold of the derelict. 


"After the twenty men bad been 


taken off we found a girl of H years 
huddled In the cabin.

Engineer Tells Naval Architects and 


Engineers How It Stops Rolling 


Motion of Boats and How Ap- 


plied to Compass. 


New York.—The wonders of the gy- 


roscope were hinted at by Elmer A. 
Sperry at tho meeting of the naval 
architects and marine engineers at the 
Engineering Societies building. 
He 


told how ships could be made to keep 
un even keel in a heavy sea, and how 
the gyroscopic fores was applied to 
the compass. 


The meeting was tbo second day ses- 


sion of the annual gathering of the 
naval men for the presentation 
of 


their scientific papers on a wide range 
ot Hubjects. 
Besides the gyroscope, 


such subjects were discussed as 
the 


reduction of loss by fire aboard ship, 
the uso of producer gas as motive pow- 
t?r, and coaling warships. 


"When the motive power of vessels 


changed from an upsetting force (the 
sail) to one almost exclusively of for- 
ward thrust," said Mr. Sperry, "the de- 
slKii of ships underwent quite radical 
changes in connection with lines af- 
fecting the stability, decreasing this j 
factor and favoring decreased 
resist- j 


urn:-.:, nlrling tho attainment of higher j 
spends. 
Now that stability may 
bo i 


Impnrtcd to a structure of naturally j 
small righting 
movement, we are on j 


thr; eve o£ tvun more radical changes j 
in design. 


"Tho problem Is to hold the ship 


from rolling by neutralizing with the 
gyroscope each disturbing influence as 
it reaches the ship while availing our- 
selves of all tlie aid possible through 
the design oE the hull and the dispo- 
sition of tho masses. . . . A great 
many ships as they now stand could 
with 
profit 
utlllzo 
the 
gyroscope 


steadying gear, which is at present 
available, and some Important Installa- 
tions are now being contemplated." 


Mr. Sperry told us seeing Russian 


warships 
constructed 
In 
Hamburg 


which were furnished with 350 to 400 
tons of water slushing bade and forth 
periodically In hugo tanks to counter- 
act the roll of the ship so as to make 
It possible to operate the guns on a 
level. The movement of the water has 
to bo timed to the roll of the sea, and 
when It gets out of time It turns into 
a menace. 


"The gyroscope, on the other hand, 


Is not limited to any particular pe- 
riod of the boat; it simply responds 
to whatever motion 
the 
ship has, 


synchronous 
or 
non-synchronous." 


said Mr. Sperry, "the question is often 
asked: 
'Why is a gyroscope better 


than a moving weight In a ship for 
roll quenching?' 
Every pound In the 


rotating mass of ths gyro can be 
made to do the work of from 150 to 
200 pounds, and directed in any 
de- 


sired line or place, whereas when we 
use water or any other form of mov- 
ing weight each pound represents 
a 


pound only and can do the work 
of 


only a pound and only in a vertical di- 
rection." 


Mr. Sperry gave a very interesting, 


though strictly scientific 
demonstra- 


tion of the peculiar faculty possessed 
by the gyroscope which made it pos- 
sible to transfer energy "around 
a 


center." 
He compared a shin with- 


out a gyroscope to a ship with one.

The gyroscopic principles applied to 


the compass has proved Invaluable, 
Mr Sperry said. "This type of com- 
pass is not affected in the slightest de- 
gree by the steel of the ship or cargo, 
or any magnetic, disturbance. It is also 
free from the influences of those dis- 
turbances technically known as devi- 
ation or variation." 


Samuel D. McComb gave a paper 


embodying suggestions as to the pre- 
vention of loss by fire. He spoke oC 


the harbor tugs, which are necessar- 
ily small for maneuvering, and yet 
must have high power.

distance. 


There was four feet of water In the 
hold of the derelict 


"After the twenty men 
had been 


taken oil we found a girl of 1C years 
huddled In the cabin. We saved her 
and then landed the .survivors on^the 
Malabar coast in southwest India." 


Nearly 400 feet of phython set sail 


on the Muncaster Castle, but only 240 
feet survived the voyage. The snakes, 
lizards, small animals and the tiny 
elephant had a bad time of It -when 
huge seas battered the freighter, tum- 
bling over the crates and cages and 
causing an uproar In the Jungle pas- 
sengers' section. .

There are 170.000,000 arreR of wheat 
lands which will mnke these Western 
Provinces richer, more populous, more 
dependable for food supplies than the 
Western States can ever become. Th« 
center of food supremacy will change 
to Canada, nnd 25 years more will 
give this country 40,000,000 popula- 
tion west of Ontario. 


All these estimates of population 


are in the nature of guesses, aiul must 
not bo read too literally. 
Hut tlio 


enormous area of wheat-growing Inml. 
the rapid construction 
of 
railways, 


and 
i ho large volume of Immigration 


are facts which must be rwognlzeil. 
They point to tho production of an 
ever-Increasing surplus of wheat and 
oilier cereals. 
However rapidly tho 


urban, tho Industrial and common-la! 
population of Canada may Increase, 
the. Increase of home consumption Is 
hardly likely to keep pace with that 
of the production of wheat: for a sin- 
gle acre of wheat will provide for the 
average annual consumption of four 
people. 


While production in Canada Is thus 


running ahead of consumption at a 
prodlgloim rate, consumption In the 
United Stales U overtaking produc- 
tion, and the surplus for export Is 
growing smaller year by year. 
It Is 


true that the limit of actual power to 
produce wheat. Is as yet far uwiiy. 
Hy methods of Intensive cultivation, 
such as prevail in France, tho produc- 
tion could be greatly increased. Hut 
with the overflowing granary of Can- 
ada, so close at hand. It seems likely 
that our neighbors will begin to Im- 
port from us, turning their own en- 
ergies more largely to other forma of 
agriculture. 


It must be remembered that while 


the Northern States resemble Canada 
In climate anil products, the resem- 
blance diminishes as you go south- 
ward. The wheat belt gives place to 
a corn belt, and this again to semi- 
tropical regions producing cotton, to- 
bacco, cane-sugar, oranges and otbar 
tropical fruits.

letter founders and the smiths aud 
jolliers that work upon the premises 
and "the stitchers, binders, stationers, 
hawkers, mercury women, peddlers, 
ballad wingers, posts, carriers, hackney 
coachmen,' boatmen and mariners." 


A proposal ot L'Estninge WHS that 


culprits convicted of having broken 
tbe law should be condemned "to wear 
somo visible badge or mark of Igno- 
miny, as a halter instead of a hat- 
band, oue stocking blue and another 
red, a blue boimct with a red letter T 
or S upon it." A few years later L'Es- 
truiige went oue better by declaring 
that newspapers ought not be allowed 
at all. 
Ho said that the reading of tuem

superiors, too pragmatical aud censo- 
rious, nnd sivos them not only an itch 
but a kind oC colorable right and license 
to be muddling with the government."

fnitrument by Which the Presence of 


Electricity Is Detected. 


The electroscope Is an Instrument for 


the detection of electricity. It depends 
for Its action on the principle thai 
bo<lles charged with like electricity re- 
pel, while those charged wltb unlike 
electricity attract each other. The ordi- 
nary Pith ball suspended on a silk 
thread is the simplest form of the in- 
strument. 


Tho most common type of electro- 


scope is that devised by Ituiinett in 
17S7 and known as the gold loaf elec- 
troscope. U consists of two strips of 
gold leaf or thin aluminium foil sus- 
pended from the lower extremity of n 
conductor within a glass bottle or jar 
The upper end of the conductor tor 
mluates in a ball or a plate In case ilu 
instrument is to be nsod as a condons 
Ing electroscope. 
If a body eharsi'i 


with positive electricity Is brought iioar 
the knob of the electroscope the no; 
tlve electricity will be attracted to i!ie 
knob and the positive repelled to tlio 
leaves, which diverge. 
It' now the tin 


ger is touched to the knob the poslilvi 
electricity is drawn off ami tho leaves 
collapse, while the negative oloi.-trloltj 
is held bound. Removing the oliar^od 
body, the leaves will diverse anai 
charged with negative oloctrU-ily. 
In 


this case the Instrument can be usoj 
to determine the nature of a charge of 
a body brought near It, as with a posi- 
tive charge the leaves will collapse and 
with a negative charge spread fan her 
apart—Exchange. 


A STUDY IN 
FIGURES. 


Calculations Necessary to Produce thi 


Nautical Almanac. 


It may safely be said that no oni 


outside the publishing ollice has read 
the entire Nautical Almanac from 1>- 
ginnlng to end. but each iignre of tl 
printed almanac Is In the othVe e: 
amined twice and read three times. 


The total number of figures oxcoeds 


a million; but, groat as that number is 
It is trilling compared with Hie mini 
ber of figures employed In the oalonla 
tions, as the almanac figures repre 
sent "bare" results only. The moon 
for instance, requires for its oalcu 
latlon more than si million and a half 
of figures, and similarly with other 
branches of the. work, such as the 
sun, 
the planets, etc. Contrary to the 


general opinion, practically ovory fig- 
ure In the book Is fresh from yoar to 
year. 
The tables from which nearly all the 


work is calculated have been original- 
ly constructed from the labors of the 
astronomical observer and to a largo 
extent from the observations of the 
sun, moon and planets made at the 
lioy'al observatory, Greenwich. Tele- 
scopes and other astronomical appli- 
ances are conspicuously absent, as (lie 
work of tho staff is purely mathemati- 
cal and not observational.—London 
Telegraph. 


A Legend of Mount Omi. 


Mount Omi. on the border between 


western Chlua and Tibet, bus the long- 
est staircase In the world. On top of 
the mountain there stands a Buddhist 
temple, around which gather some of 
the holiest traditions of that religion 
nnd which is made- a Mecca to the 
Chinese. To facilitate the ascent of 
Its slippery sides some '20,000 steps 
have been cut In the mountain, form- 
ing a single flight up wblch tlie pil- 
grim tolls. 
Because of Its inaccessi- 


bility few Europeans have ever visited 
the spot, but a number of travelers 
have ascended the stairway and are 
positive that it is no legendary myth. 
There Is a legend that iu earlier times 
the pilgrim was forced to ascend the 
mountain without artificial aids until 
the monks conceived the plan of re- 
quiring every pilgrim who would gain 
especial benefit of his journey to cut a 
single step.
